A LOCKOUT occurred at W. S. Kimball

per cent. demanded, and fearing a strike 
refused to give the employes work when 
they arrived at the factory. 

THE Standard oil-works at Com- 
munipaw, N.J., were struck by lightning 
on the 10th inst. and set on fire. The 
flames communicating with the oil tanks,one 
explosion followed another, and at last the 
storehouse where the barreled oil was kept 
was attacked, which succumbed.

showing results from causes which lie in s 
great measure under our control; there- 
fore, be it 

Resolved, That we will devote more time 
in seeking to acquaint our people with 
those hygenic laws, a knowledge of which 
is so essential to the proper preservation of 
health an d life. 

Resolved, That we appeal to the city 
government te enforce stricter sanitary reg- 
ulations throughout the city, also to con- 
demn, if possible, chose miserable shanties, 
which unfeeling, covetous men compel ua- 


fortunate families to rent at exhorbitant 
rices, regardless of the seasons. 
. Resolved, That we urge our people to 
rocure homes of their own in heaithfal 
loon ocalities, to keep the premises and all that 
thereto free of filth of every kind, 
to discontinue late hours at halls, churches 
etc., to provide for the table a more nutri- 


tious diet, that is to say, less ‘‘bacon and 
cabbage,” and more vegetables, fruit, 
cereals, etc., to encourage more healthful 
forms of recreation and amusement, to 
connect as closely as possible, reading and 
stady with manual toil, and to avoid con- 
stantly exeessive indulgence of the appe- 
tites and passions. By observing these 
precautions we believe much sickness will 
be prevented and the alarming number of 
antimely deaths will be greatly diminished 
in time to come. 

Resolved, That we recommend the hold- 
ing of frequent meetings for the purpose of 
discussing questions touching the laws of 
health and the temperate welfare of our 
people. 

Resolved, That we regard the enforce- 
ment of the law, known as the Sunday- 
closing law, as a wise measure, greatly con- 
ducive to the health of our people by se- 
curing them the blessing of a quiet sab- 
bath, and removing temptation to hurtful 
forms of vice and immorality. 

upposing the Convention. 

Richard T. Greener, L. L. D., the emi- 
nent colored orator and scholar, was asked 
about the proposed Convention of colored 
men called to meet in this city September 
next. 

‘IT have great doubts if it will be heid,"’ 
said he. But your name is attached to the 
call. 

“I know it,” he replied, “but it is en- 
tirely unauthorized. I do not attend the 
meetings of the committee, because I knew 
they had no status among the colored peo- 
ple of the country, who are naturally and 
properly restive under dictation or direc- 
tion from Washington, especially when the 
motive isin doubt. Men who have rarely 
shown interest inour race outside of re- 
taining themselves in office are not the 
stuff to make real leaders out of. I am op- 
posed to Conventions. They do harm 
rather than good. In them we gather our 
most turbulent elements. Washington, 
too, is the worst place to hold a Conven- 
tion. Why not Richmond or Nashville? 
We have our rights under the law. We are 
free; have citizenship; have education or 
educational advantages, and some degree 
of civil rights. Whatmore do these men 
want? More office; office, that is all.— 
Some of these men remind me of the Fe- 
nian element among the Irish—men who 
retard Ireland's progress. They have been 
dancing abont, brandishing their shella- 
lah’s, so long, that they believe the old 
method still effective, some of our men are 
ran mad over the notion that this country 
is to be run to furnish offices on the raco 
quota, and because we were once wards of 
the nation, we are to be forever under 
guardiansdip. Ibelieve in standing up 
for my rights when assailed and demand- 
ing all that belongs tome as an American 
citizen, bat no more. Ifthe negro could 
get rid of his black leaders, and his white 
philanthropists by profession, who follow 
him from the cradle to the grave, he might 
in time develop into a useful citizen. His 
real progress is constantly thwarted by 
those two adverse factors. ‘Conventions!’ 
said the Professor indignantly, ‘there 
never was one that did not disgrace the 
race by their wranglings. We need some 
common sense, not Conventions.” — Cincin- 
nati Commercial Gazetle.

Payments will be made as heretofore on 
the receipt of the pass books bya check 
on the United States Treasury, and pass 
books with dividend checks will be retura- 
ed as rapidly as practicable. All deposi- 
tors who have received any of the former 
dividends will be entitled to final divi- 
dends, and those who forwarded their 
books for dividends after August 21, 1881, 
and before February 17, 1883, payments of 
which were refased because they were 
barred under the act of February 21, 1881, 
will in addition to the final dividend re- 
ceive such barred dividends. 

Depositors whose pass books have been 
forwarded for examination and audit since 
February 17, 1883, or which may hereafter 
be forwarded for that purpose, will not be 
entitled to the final dividend, buat the rec-

Paul Strobach Indicted---Brewster 
Cameron's Efforts to Disgrace 
the Newly Made Marshal. 

From the New York Times. } 
Montcomerry, Aua., May 11. 

The Grand Jury of the United States 
Circuit Court, now in session, returned to- 
day five indictments against Mr. Strobach, 
the lately appointed United States Marshal, 
for the alleged offense of having presented 
false accounts as Deputy Marshal in the 
months of January and February, 1880. 
weeks’ work by Mir: Brewster’ Cameron ond 
a corps of agents of the Department of Jus- 
tice, including a stenographer. The ac- 
counts presented by Mr. Strobach asa Dep 
uty Marshal amount to $255.50 and ont of 
these accounts only a few of the items are 
claimed to be fraudulent, the sum total not 
exceeding $50. Yet the Department of 
Justice has already spent $3,000 in the in- 
vestigation and the cost to the Government 
will exceed double that sum before the 
trials ot the cases are concluded. 

Among other items of expense will be 
that of a fee for special counsel, J udge 
Rice, employed by Brewster Cameron. 
Among other qualifications possessed by 
Mr. Rice, is the fact that he is ome of Mr. 
Strobach’s most malignant enemies and 
hates him only less than he does the Presi- 
dent and his administration. 

The extraordinary zeal displayed by Mr. 
Comeron in this prosecution is accounted 
for by the fact that he was originally op- 
posed to Mr. Strobach'’s appointment as 
Marshal, and set this investigation on foot 
at the time the guestion of Mr. Strobach’s 
appointment was pending before the Pres- 
ident, for the purpose of preventing the 
appointmen3. Having been defeated in 
that attempt he has pushed the matter to an 
indictment in the court in the hope of get- 
ting rid of Mr. Strobach in that way. 
Cameron's candidate is Mr. Wickersham, 
formerly postmaster at Mobile, a noted 
half-breed leader, who publicly denounced 
Arthur as equally responsible with Guiteau 
for the murder of Garfield. 

The associates of Camerons and his aids 
have been from this class entirely, and 
they, in common with the Democrats, are 
in high glee at Strobach’s disgrace. 

Mr. Stroback has demanded an imme* 
diate trial on the indictments, there being 
no merit whatever in the alleged frauds. 
Cameron knows this, and knows also that 
the matters, even if true, are barred by the 
Statute of Limitations, but having taken 
the contract to dispose of Strobach, he de- 
termined to do so at all hazards. Whea the 
case is tried there will be music in the air.

John Carter cut and shot to Death by 
Waller and Walker. 





Un last Thursday about four or five 

o'clock in the evening there was a hor- 
rible murder perpetrated two miles 
from Scottsboro. John Carter, aged 
about twenty-one, son of W. A. B. Car- 
ter, was foully murdered by Erank, 
who iscalled, Sol Waller and W. UV. 
Walker. From the information we can 
gather an old grudge had existed be- 
tween the three young men for some 
time, and they were all in Scottsboro 
last Thursday. They got a bottle of 
whiskey, and a crowd of countrymen 
started home inthe aflernoon, Walker 
riding behind Carter, they having as 
Carter understood, ali made friends. 
Ata point a mile frem town all the 
party separated except Carter Waller 
and Walker--they made Carter drink 
their whiskey freely,to get him as 
drunk as possible in order to carry out 
their fiendish design. It is said that 
they would pretend to drink, and Car- 
ter was made to swallow the whiskey. 
After they thought he was too drunk 
to defend himself they began a general 
attack on him with knives. A regular 
cutting affray ensued and Carter defend 
ed himselfjmanfully against his assail- 
ants. 
Carter was hemmed in some way and 
had to get off his horse—the other two 
beingon foot They ran Carter iuto 
the y%rd inthe presenceof the women 
of the house, William Thorp not being 
at home, and the poor fellow bleeding 
profugely from his wound stried to get 
in the house, his assailants headed him, 
cutting off allescape. About that time 
a brother of Waller, who was alleged 
to have been turkey hunting, came up 
suddenly on the scens, when he either 
gave the gun to his brother Sol or it was 
snatched from him, and Sol took delib- 
erate aim at Carter, when Carter was 
falling, and fired, shooting the top off 
his head off, killing him instantly. He 
was only ina few feet of him, Sol 
then remarked, ‘Ladies, I ama d—n 
bad cat,’’and he and walker left. John 
Carter was badly used up with the 
kniyes; it is said his left arm was cut 
to the bone, the main artery being sey- 
ered, and it is thought he would have 
bled to death in a few minutes. The 
deceased leaves a wife and one child. 

Waller and Walker hid in the swamps 
until saturday, and a diligent search 
was beieg made for them, ‘The pursur- 
ers came so close to them, that they 
fearing bodily harm, crept to the res- 
idence of Mr. Hendric, and got him to 
bring them to town, where they were 
lodged in jail’ Walker was slightly cut 
in the arm by Carter, and waller recei- 
ved a cut or two. 

Charley Waller, who brought the gan 
to Sol wasarrested as an accomplice, 
but gave a $500 bond. He claims that 
Sol took the gun from lim, that he 
was hunting, and on hearing the fuss» 
went to see what it meant. 

William Ryan was an eye witness 
to the shooting, and we got most of our 
information from him .—Scottsdoro Citisen
